The plans for this school are 
currently being studied by offi- 
cers of the state division of 
school architecture, and when 
approved and returned, will be 
the subject of bids. 

Peter Kump of Menlo Park is 
architect for the school. 

The proposed East Palo Alto 
high school still is in the drawing 
stage. Architects Janssen, Dase- 
king and Keller are designing this 
school.

Trustees are studying where to 
put such a school—-needs for it 
growing apparent in a variety of 
areas, from Portola Valley to Em- 
erald Lake, as population grows 
throughout the area, 

Though not depreciating the 
seriousness of the situation, Dr.

Those vaqueros, spending the night in the building, likely 
might recallthe sight of a gaunt priest named Serra, painfully 
treading the footpath that we know as El Camino Real. 

Thus, this old structure takes us back to the 
first chapter of the story of California. 

It rests now on blocks, moved from its original site to make 
way for progress. So far, all efforts to find a new location for it 
have been balked by such considerations as zoning rules and 
modern building codes. To judge, such a structure by these 
standards is like appraising the Mona Lisa in terms of the current 
price of paints and canvas. 

Within recent such strict application of modern 
rules cost us another landmark of our area, the gatehouse to the 
Linden Towers estate of James Flood.

As has been the case each year 
since the war, each League of Cal- 
ifornia Cities Annual Conference 
has been larger than the one the 
year before. The registration (in- 
cluding wives and guests) for the 
one in Los Angeles last week was 
3097, more than 10 per cent great- 
er than last year’s.

ELECTION AFTERMATH 

The costs of running for elec- 
tion have skyrocketed like every- 
thing else and even the candidates 
themselves are publicly making 
comments. 

It will be interesting to see the 
cost figures filed by the candi- 
dates within the next few weeks, 
but as is always the case there 
are thousands of dollars spent to 
get votes that do not go through 
the regular campaign headquart- 
ers. 

Both parties have made repeat- 
ed requests for contributions to 
meet the higher costs of news- 
paper ads, television and radio, 
posters and bill boards, not to 
mention the heavy traveling ex- 
penses from district to district. 

Some estimate that it takes 
$20,000 or more to campaign on 

a county-wide basis and approx- 

imately half that amount for 


the local assembly district. 
Legislators are studying ways 
and means to curb the spending 
for political office, but no one 
seems to have the answer. 

Political candidates are not 
supposed to have to spend much 
of their own money to get into 
office, but they will tell you this 
is not true. 

Campaign pledges are easy to 
make but much harder to collect. 
All funds are supposed to be run 
through the central committee of 
the party finance group but 
friends come up with donations 
direct to the candidate.

Down to Earth: 


Feed Trees This Winter for Healthy Growth in Spring 


By TERRY LEE 

This may seem a. strange time 
to suggest feeding shade trees, but 
it isn’t. During warm winter days 
a tree’s hair roots are somewhat 
active, reaching out for and ab- 
sorbing soil moisture containing 
nutrients. When spring comes this 
food is taken up eagerly to the 
treetop. It energizes the unfolding 
buds and aids the tree in making 
twig growth. 

Feeding shade trees during win- 


trees into the new season with ad- 
ded vigor. This is what trees need 
most. Weak trees go into decline 
and are easy prey for insects and 
diseases. 

Many healthy trees may also 
have had a battle with the weath- 
er. A winter storm can wrench a 
{ree’s roots, strip its bark and 
break its branches, Our long, dry 
summers “cook” the tender feed- 
ing roots and wither leaves, decid- 
edly weakening even strong trees. 

Summer insects riddle leaves, 
suck sap and bore into the wood, 
and rots and fungus growths 
cause serious decline. 

NEED BOOST 

All these trees need a boost in 
vigor to seal wounds, grow new 
root hairs and leaves. But even 
without damage and diseases, it 
can be said generally that most 
shade trees constantly suffer from 
starvation. 

In their natural habitat of the 
forest, trees get all the food they 
need. In the average home they 
lack any semblance of the organic 
mulch that vitalizes forest soil. 
Even a well tended lawn means 
less moisture and food for tree 
roots, because rain runs off lawn 
faster than open ground, and the 
grass itself consumes much food 
and moisture. 

Many homes may have poor soil 
to begin with, or chunks of dis- 
carded building material may lie 
a few feet below the surface 
where a tree is planted. Street 
trees have restricted root systems, 
and where normal growth is hind- 
ered, decline can set in. The sur- 
est way to halt this process is to

Many people wonder if an in-

green leaves, than poor, off-color 
ones. The answer is no. It has 
been established that healthy 
trees, by their pulsating sap and 


ly drawn or crush to death many 


diseases cannot enter except 
through thin or broken bark, and 
a healthy tree heals too fast. 

Some trees require more feed- 
ing than others. Norway spruce, 
elms, maples and oaks need ample 
feeding. Lawn and street trees 
should be fed every two years as 
insurance against serious trouble. 
If a tree has been gravely weak- 
ened, then annual feeding for sev- 
eral years is recommended. 
WAIT TWO YEARS 

Newly planted trees should not 
be fed immediately. Wait two 
years until the roots have become 
established. If the planting hole 
has been prepared with enriched 
soil (leaf mold, rotted manure) it 
will have enough food. 

Use a well balances commercial 
fertilizer for feeding. It should be 
placed in two-inch diameter holes, 
15 inches deep, and three feet 
apart. Begin in circles about four 
feet from the trunk and continue 
to well beyond the branch spread. 
Home owners can punch _ holes 
with a crowbar. Tree specialists 
use power driven drills. Fill the 
hole two-thirds full with fertilizer 
and cover with plain soil. The 
tree should have ample moisture, 
which it will get from the rains we 
usually have in December. If it 
does not rain, soak heavily the 
area where you made the holes.

GARDEN CALENDAR 
WEEK OF NOV, 8 

Early blooming chrysanthe- 
mums can be cut away back after 
they are through flowering, which 
is a great advantage over the way 
bulbs have to be treated. Plants 
in bud should be kept soaked with 
water. If you have not tried this 
easy flower, buy them in cans now 
while you can see the exact color 
and shape. Cuttings are taken in 
the spring when the new growth 
is four inches high. Label the 
clumps now. 

* * * 

Perennials are usually sold in 
lots of three, bulbs by the dozen, 
50 or 100, It would be foolish to 
buy less than three of any one 
variety of perennials or a dozen 
of a bulb, or the blooms would be 
hard to find next spring. Plants 
are always more effective set in 
groups, with adequate spacing in 
between.
